— Requires  about  two  years  study,  and 
includes  all  the  branches  required  for  the  State  Certificate. 

VI.  The  Commercial  Course. — Requires  two  years  study,  and  com- 
bines the  Commercial  with  a  good  English  Education.  The  instruction 
in  this  Department  is  thorough  and  practical,  and  the  facilities  for 
Actual  Business  are  not  excelled  by  those  of  any  other  institution  in 
the  country. 

VII.  The  Ornamental  Course. — Includes  Vocal  and  Instrumental 
Music,  Drawing,  (pencilling,  crayoning  and  linear  perspective,)  Paint- 
ing, (Oil,  Pastel,  Antique,)  Wax  Flowers,  Fruit  and  Cross,  Worsted 
Flowers,  Ornamental  Penmanship,  Card  Writing,  &c.  Proficients  in 
any  or  all  of  these  branches  will  receive  a  special  certificate  under  the 
seal  of  the  College,  stating  the  branches  wherein  they  excel.

Requirements  for  Admission. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  any  course  must  be  of  suitable  age, 
and  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

The  qualifications  necessary  for  admission  to  any  of  the  College 
Courses  is  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  common  branches,  and  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Grammars,  except  that  a  knowledge  of  Latin  is  not  re- 
quired for  entrance  upon  the  Biblical  or  Scientific  Course,  or  of 
Greek  for  the  Ladies'  or  Scientific  Course. 

Candidates  for  advanced  standing  must  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation upon  the  studies  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  propose  en- 
tering, or  in  their  equivalents. 

Candidates  properly  prepared  in  some  studies  for  admission  to  a 
higher  class,  but  deficient  in  others,  will  be  permitted  to  make  up 
their  requisitions  by  regular  recitations  in  the  lower  classes.  This 
requirement  is  essential  to  proper  progress  in  the  higher  studies. 

tjjgir  No  vicious,  idle,  or  disobedient  student  xoill  he  retained  in  the 
Institution,  nor  will  such  be  knowingly  received. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  leave  the  School  before  the  end 
of  the  Term  for  which  they  enter. 

Entering  Lebanon  Valley  College  as  a  Student,  will  be  regarded  as 
a  pledge  to  observe  all  its  Laws  and  Regulations. 

The  Best  Mode  of  Preparation. 

The  success  of  a  student  in  the  higher  classes  depends  upon  the 
thoroughness  of  his  preparation.  Many  young  men,  of  limited  means, 
attempt  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  higher  classes  by  private  study. 
Although  praiseworthy,  this  is  a  radical  mistake,  as  thorough  instruc- 
tion is  more  needed  in  the  elementary  than  in  the  higher  branches,  and 
the  facilities  provided  here  will  enable  students  to  accomplish  more 
with  an  ultimate  economy  of  time  and  money.  The  drill  of  the  first 
two  or  three  years  of  the  Course  is  all-important,  and  students  should, 
by  all  means,  spend  these  years  in  College.  Such,  however,  as  find  it 
convenient  to  prepare  themselves  for  any  of  the  higher  classes  should 
follow  closely  the  plan  of  study  laid  down  in  this  Catalogue,  and  not 
anticipate  studies  which  may  be  pursued  with  more  advantage  here.

MISCELLANEOUS     INFORMATION. 


1.   Vacations. 

The  Collegiate  year  of  forty-two  weeks  is  divided  into  three  terms, 
of  unequal  length.  The  Fall  Term  of  twenty  weeks  commences  on 
the  first  Monday  (3d)  of  August,  and  closes  on  the  third  Friday  (18th) 
of  December.  The  Winter  Term  of  eleven  weeks  commences  on  the 
first  Monday  (4th)  of  January,  1869,  and  closes  on  the  third  Friday 
(19th)  of  March.  The  Spring  Term  of  eleven  weeks  commences  on 
the  first  Monday  (5th)  of  April,  and  closes  on  the  third  Friday  (19th) 
of  June.  There  are  three  vacations,  viz.,  six  weeks  during  June  and 
July,  two  weeks  at  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  two  weeks  between 
the  Winter  and  the  Spring  Terms. 

2.  Time  of  Entrance. 

The  proper  time  of  entrance  is  on  the  first  Monday  (3d)  of  August, 
on  the  third  Monday  (19th)  of  October,  and  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Winter  or  the  Spring  Terms.  Regular  students  may  enter 
at  any  time,  but  no  student  will  be  received  for  a  less  time  than  a 
term,  except  teachers,  by  special  agreement. 

S.  Buildings  and  Accommodations. 

The  new  College  building  is  provided  with  all  the  modern  improve- 
ments. The  rooms  are  arranged  for  two  students.  They  are  well 
ventilated,  contain  clothes-presses,  and  are  heated  with  hot  air.  Each 
room  is  furnished  with  a  bedstead,  mattrass,  bolster,  pillows,  spread, 
and  with  table,  chairs,  and  mirror ;  and  the  ladies'  rooms  with 
washstands.  The  building  is  supplied  with  water,  bath-rooms,  &c, 
and  the  young  gentlemen  are  provided  with  a  room  for  general  toilet 
purposes.  All  non-resident  students  are  required  to  board  at  the 
college,  and  hence  are  under  the  care  of  the  Faculty. 

4-  Outfit. 

Each  student  should  provide  himself  with  a  pair  of  sheets,  a  pair  of 
pillow-cases,  a  pair  of  blankets,  table  and  toilet  napkins,  and  slippers. 
Each  piece  of  clothing  or  bedding  should  be  indelibly  marked  with  the 
owner's  full  name.  The  rooms  will  require  ten  or. twelve  yards  of 
carpeting,  which  the  occupants  may  carpet  according  to  their  taste.

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7.  Terms  of  Payment. 

One-half  of  the  boarding,  tuition,  &c,  is  to  be  paid  on  entrance,  and 
the  balance  at  the  middle  of  the  term.  It  is  important  that  students 
should  attend  regularly;  hence  no  deduction  will  be  made  for  absences 
except  in  case  of  protracted  sickness. 

8.  Text  Boohs  and  Stationery. 
Text  books  and  stationery  are  furnished  at  city  retail  prices. 

9.  Degrees  and  Diplomas. 

Students  completing  any  of  the  prescribed  courses,  will  receive  a 
diploma  and  the  degree  to  which  the  course  entitles  them. 

10.  Literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  societies  connected  with  the  institution,  which  are 
in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  Biblical  Society  will  afford  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  to  young  men  who  wish  to  improve  themselves  in 
theological  knowledge. 

11.  Library. 

A  library  of  well-selected  books  is  accessible  to  all  the  students. 

12.  Religious. 

The  Christian  denominations  in  Annville  are  the  United  Brethren 
in  Christ,  the  German  Reformed,  the  Lutheran,  (both  branches,)  the 
Evangelical  Association,  and  the  Church  of  God,  (Bethel.) 

A  positive  religious  influence  is  exerted  without  proselyting,  and 
students  may  attend  church  at  such  places  as  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians designate. 

The  religious  services  connected  with  the  school  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  opening  and  closing  exercises  of  each  day,  except  on  Sab- 
bath evening,  consisting  of  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  singing,  and 
prayer. 

2.  A  public  prayer  meeting  on  Friday  evening. 

3.  Bible  class  on  Sabbath. 

4.  Religious  services  in  the  College  Chapel. 
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The  government  of  the  College  is  strict,  but  parental.  It  is  based 
on  the  ideas  of  right  and  wrong,  and  will  be  administered  impartially. 

The  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  afford  a  home,  where  parents  or 
guardians  may  place  their  children  and  wards  with  safety  and  profit, 
and  where  young  men  and  young  ladies  may  be  fitted  for  usefulness  in 
life,  under  influences  calculated  to  refine  their  tastes,  ennoble  their 
aspirations,  and  develop  a  high  Christian  character.  By  a  kind  but 
firm  administration  of  wholesome  regulations,  by  the  requirement  of 
strict  attention  to  the  exercises  of  the  school,  and  by  constant  and 
careful  training,  the  moral  and  intellectual  powers  are  developed,  and 
students  fitted  for  high  and  responsible  positions.
